44 m. in the Evening there will happen an Emerfion of 
the firfl Satellite; and the Number 1, which is placed again ft the lotb 
of January in the <ft Column, refers to the Number 1 in the ift Column 
of the Phte 'of Configurations, againft which is pLccd the Cor respondent Con- 
figuration, or the Form in which the Satellites will appear at that Time. 
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
